A TEENAGER who was 
stabbed to death last 
week achieved top grades 
in his GCSEs. 

Ajmol Alom, 16, died after 
the assault in Poplar on 
August 12. 

The Langdon Park pupil 
achieved eight grade As in sub- 
jects including English literature, 
maths, science and geography. 

He also got grade As in reli- 
gious studies and citizenship, 
and B grades in English lan- 
guage, humanities and physi- 
cal education. 

The news added to a sombre 
atmosphere at the school, where 
pupils receiving their own 
results were heartbroken that 
Ajmol was not there to share the 
day with them. 

Headteacher Chris Dunne 
said: "Just a few weeks ago I 
interviewed Ajmol for a place 
in our new sixth form. He 


already had offers from a 
number of colleges, but it was 
absolutely typical of him that 
he both wanted to explore all 
the possibilities open to him 
and to actively support this 
new venture. 

"It summed up for me the 
two things about Ajmol which 
I will remember the most: how 
hardworking he was as a stu- 
dent, and how very decent he 
was as a person. 

"All the many journalists 
who interviewed me after the 
horrifying event of his killing 
wanted to know how 'good' 
he was as a student. 

"I was able to say, without 
hesitation, that he was very 
able, looking forward to GCSE 
results at a very high level and 
very capable of going on to 
achieve the kind of grades which 
would have secured him a 
place at any one of our best 
universities.”

TOWER Hamlets students have 
achieved the best GCSE results ever 
seen in the borough, the council has 
announced. 

While the picture across England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland was one of decline, 
students in Tower Hamlets bucked the 
trend. 

Last year, 61.9 per cent of local students 
achieved the government standard of five 
“good" GCSEs - those at grade C or above 
including English and maths. 

Last week's results are still being calcu- 
lated, but it is already clear that the over- 
all rate has increased by around three 
percentage points to about 64.8 per cent. 

This is the highest proportion since the 
measure was introduced in 2006. 

The borough has also enjoyed a double- 
figure percentage point increase year-on- 
year in the number of students achieving 
the English Baccalaureate - given for attain- 
ing top A* to C grades in English, maths, sci- 
ence, a modern foreign language and 
history or geography. This year around 20 
per cent of students achieved this standard, 
up from 9.6 per cent in 2012. 

The success comes a week after A 
level students posted the borough's best 
ever results. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “These re- 
sults are a glowing endorsement of our 
young people and of our schools. First our 
A-level results were the best ever - and now 
our GCSEs. 

“While nationally the number of top 
grades is declining, the opposite is true in 
Tower Hamlets, which is fast building a rep- 
utation for educational excellence." 

Cabinet member for children, schools and 
families Cllr Oliur Rahman said: “The trend 
for improved results is a wonderful testa- 
ment to all the staff, students and parents 
who work tirelessly to help ensure the bor- 
ough's teenagers are given the best possi- 
ble start in life.

St Paul’s Way School 

THE school maintained its dramatic 
turnaround in recent years with an im- 
pressive 59 per cent of students achiev- 
ing five grades of A* to C, including maths 
and English. 

This matched last year’s performance 
and demonstrated the scale of the im- 
provement since 2008 when just 23 per 
cent of students achieved this standard. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman spent the morn- 
ing at St Paul’s Way with students and staff. 

Enamur Rahman, 16, was the school’s 
top performer with an A* and seven A 
grades among his results. 


“I’m shocked. I didn’t know I was go- 
ing to do that well,” he said. 

Enamur will stay at the school at its 
new sixth form, to study economics, ge- 
ography, maths and ICT. 

Mayor Rahman said: “It was inspiring 
to meet so many dedicated and driven 
young people at St Paul’s Way. 

“Today is about celebration and it is 
clear there is much to cheer at schools 
right across this borough. However, my 
thoughts are also with students and staff 
at Langdon Park School, for whom today 
takes on special significance after the sud- 
den and tragic loss last week of Ajmol 
Alom. I would like to pay tribute to every- 
one who has helped the school and the 
community unite after Ajmol’s death.” 

Other notable achievers at St Paul’s Way 
Trust School included Nadia Tahmin, 16, 
who was delighted with her three As, four 
Bs and three Cs. She said: “I couldn’t 
believe it. I was in tears last night because 
I didn’t expect to do this well. I’m feel- 
ing so good. I’m over the moon!”

STUDENTS and staff celebrated record-breaking 
GCSE results, the best ever in the school's history. 

Sixty one per cent achieved five or more A* to 
C grades, including English and Maths, represent- 
ing an increase of 10 percentage points on last 
year's figure. 

Thirty nine per cent of students achieved at 
least three A* or A grades with a large number 
gaining more than three top grades. Top achiev- 
ers include Abdul Wahab and Rubayed Ahmed, 
who each achieved a collection of nine A 7 A 
grades; and Partha Dey and Nahim Ahad who 
also gained eight A* /As each. 

The latest set of results highlight the rapid im- 
provement in exam success and is part of the 
exciting transformation programme at the 
school, which will be moving to a new building 
in June 2014. And in September 2014, girls will 
be admitted and the sixth form opened. 

Morpeth School 

THE Bethnal Green school cel- 
ebrated its best ever GCSE re- 
sults, which were up by about 
10 per cent on last year. 

“There has been a big im- 
provement in pupils getting 
the top grades, some gaining 
as many as six or more As and 
A stars,” said head teacher Sir 
Alasdair MacDonald, who re- 
tires this summer. 

“This is a great way for me 
to finish and a reflection of 
how far the school has come. 

In the first year of my arrival 
at the school, just 16 pupils 
achieved five A to C grades; this 
year it was 162 - that is how 
far the school has come.” 

Vanessa Chissell who 
achieved five A stars, six As 
and one B said she was 
shocked and happy.

Ban EDL march, says coalition

A COALITION of communi- 
ty groups, the council, 
faith organisations and 
trade unions is calling for 
a ban on a proposed march 
in Tower Hamlets by far 
right group the English 
Defence League (EDL). 

The march is due to take 
place on September 7. Members 
of the United East End coalition 
have added their signatures to 
a letter from Mayor Lutfur 
Rahman to Home Secretary 
Theresa May calling for the 
march to be banned. 

United East End held a rally 
in July at the London Muslim 
Centre, bringing together com- 
munity faith and campaigning 
organisations- including 
political parties and MPs.

Mayor Rahman, who attend- 
ed the rally, said: “In addition to 
their plans to march through our 
borough, the English Defence 
League also wanted to gather in 
Altab Ali Park afterwards. 

“This was a deeply provoca- 
tive and gratuitous attempt by 
the EDL to use a park named af- 


ter a young garment worker 
who was murdered by racist 
thugs in 1978T 

“I am delighted council offi- 
cers have refused permission for 
our park and the name of Altab 
Ali to be abused in this way. 

“I am today redoubling my ef- 
forts to make sure the Home Sec- 


retary stops the racist EDL from 
marching though our borough. 

“And I'm absolutely delight- 
ed that a whole succession of 
national and local leaders 
are joining me in this call." 

Glyn Robbins, chair of UEE, said: 
“The EDL stands for bigotry and 
the threat of violence. 


“They are not welcome here. 
Our unity and diversity is our 
strength - and the people of the 
East End will not allow the EDL 
to divide us." 

Alan Green, chair of Tower 
Hamlets No Place for Hate and 
the Tower Hamlets Inter Faith 
Forum, added: “Christians, 
Muslims, Jews, Buddhists, 
Hindus, those of other faiths and 
those of no faith will continue 
to stand together to prevent the 
EDL from targeting any sec- 
tion of our community with 
their hatred and their violence. 

“They do not speak for any- 
one in Tower Hamlets and they 
have no place here/' 

Sabby Dhalu, Unite Against 
Fascism joint secretary, said 
communities in Tower Hamlets 
must unite and mobilise against 
the EDL.

Mr Dunne continued: “That, 
however, is not the most impor- 
tant thing. Some youngsters as 
able as Ajmol don't ever realise 
their full potential because they 
aren't prepared to do what's 
necessary to ensure success. 

“Some are remembered for 
the way they show off their clev- 
erness at the expense of other, 
less able students. AjmoTs ap- 
proach was the opposite. 

“He would always have been 
the last person to boast of his 
ability. He regularly attended the 
extra classes and revision ses- 


sions run by his teachers, even 
when he probably didn't need 
their help any longer. 

“His friends could rely on 
him for help if they needed it, 
not for arrogance or scorn. 

“The other thing I told the 
journalists was about Ajmol 
the person: a keen sportsman, 
a talented boxer and dancer, a 
very good friend to his friends 
and, above all, a very decent hu- 
man being. 

“We are constantly bombard- 
ed with negative stories about 
young people, about their poor 
attitudes and anti-social be- 


haviour. Working in schools 
and youth clubs for the past 40 
years I have learned the oppo- 
site, that the vast majority of 
young people are in fact very de- 
cent, and undoubtedly go on to 
be equally decent adults. 

“Our school, our community, 
our country has just lost one of 
its brightest prospects and we 
are all rightly shocked and de- 
pressed by it. 

“The best comfort we can 
take is that, for however short 
a time, those of us who knew 
Ajmol knew a very splendid 
young man and a fine citizen/' 


Appeal for witnesses to come forward 


POLICE investigating the 
killing of Ajmol Alom were 
out in force, to appeal for 
information and witness- 
es from the local commu- 
nity to come forward. 

One week after the teenager 
was fatally stabbed, detectives 
and local officers visited Spey 
Street, Poplar, on Monday, Au- 
gust 19, to set up a mobile po- 
lice station, distribute appeal 
leaflets and speak to residents 
and passers-by. 

Detective chief inspector Andy 


Chalmers, from the homicide 
and major crime command, 
said: “I am sure there are peo- 
ple in the local community 
who can help us. 

“It was warm last Monday 
and people would have had 
windows open. 

“I would ask anyone who 
may have heard or seen any- 
thing to please come forward 
and contact the incident room. 

“Ajmol was with his friend 
and doesn't appear to have 
been doing anything to provoke 


this attack. Aj mol's family are 
naturally devastated/' 

Anyone who can help is asked 
to call the police incident 
room on 8358 0100 or, if you 
wish to remain anonymous, 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111. 
■ Aminur Nazir Khan, 19, of 
Robin Hood Gardens, has been 
charged with Aj mol's murder 
and the attempted murder of 
Azime Rob, also 16. 

Two other men, aged 19 and 
21, have been arrested and re- 
leased on police bail.

THE beginning of a fresh 
school year is a great time 
to establish new, healthy 
habits to give children 
the best start in the 
classroom and beyond. 

Families across Tower Ham- 
lets are being encouraged to sign 
up and make at least one 
healthy change in September as 
part of the Change4Life Smart 
Restart campaign. 

Poor diet and low levels of 
physical activity increase the risk 
of diabetes, cardiovascular 
disease, cancer, stroke and 
other ill-health. Keeping active 
and eating well are crucial for 
adults and children to maintain 
a healthy lifestyle, plus eating 
well and moving more can help 
children's bodies and brains 
develop better. 

One small change can make 
a big difference and Change4Life 
has five different ways to 
incorporate healthy habits: 

■ Stretch your legs - swap 
car or bus rides for walking or 
cycling. 

■ Ten-minute moves - kids 
needs at least 60 active minutes 
a day.

70 arrests due to 
CCTV in a month

EFFECTIVE use of CCTV is 
continuing to make the 
borough’s residents safer. 

July saw 70 'proactive' 
arrests, which happen when a 
council CCTV operator either 
alerts the police to an incident, 
or leads the police to a suspect 
after hearing a callout on the 
police radio and identifying the 
suspect using CCTV. 

The arrests were for a range of 
illegal activity, from assault and 
robbery to possession of drugs. 

Additionally, footage gath- 
ered by council CCTV operators 


helped convict three men 
involved in a robbery at a 
money transfer firm where a 
member of staff was shot. 

Shofu Miah, of Colmar Close 
in Stepney Green, and Roger 
Fuller and Stavros Sammoutis, 
of north London, were identified 
from CCTV footage after 
council operators tracked their 
vehicle immediately after the 
robbery, last September. 

They were j ailed for a total of 
more than 23 years in a trial at 
the Old Bailey. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“These successes are testament 
to the effectiveness of CCTV in 


helping to tackle a range of 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 

“These results demonstrate 
our commitment to working in 
partnership with the police to 
make Tower Hamlets safer.'' 

Cllr Ohid Ahmed, deputy 
mayor, said: “This is a classic 
example of how police and the 
council work together. 

“The CCTV images of crimes 
in progress are passed to the po- 
lice who make the arrests. Nei- 
ther one of us in isolation could 
make this happen, but togeth- 
er we bring offenders to justice''. 

The council CCTV room 
opened in May 2006.

The ten London fire stations under threat of closure are 
Belsize, Bow, Clerkenwell, Downham, Kingsland, Knightsbridge, 
Silvertown, Southwark, Westminster and Woolwich.

Council challenges 
fire station closure

THE council is challenging 
London Mayor Boris John- 
son’s decision to close 
Bow fire station. 

Mr Johnson made the contro- 
versial decision to close ten of 
the capital's fire stations earli- 
er this month, including Bow. 
Overall, his proposal will result 
in the loss of 14 fire engines and 
552 operational posts. 

Last week, seven councils - 
Tower Hamlets, Camden, Green- 
wich, Hackney, Islington, South- 
wark and Waltham Forest - 
wrote to the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local Gov- 
ernment to ask him to overrule 
the decision to make cuts to the 
capital's fire and rescue service, 


on the grounds that the decision 
is inconsistent with the Fire and 
Rescue National Framework. 

The councils have argued 
that Mr Johnson's decision 
ignores the fire risks posed by 
tall buildings, the boroughs' 
deprivation status and other 
significant factors, such as a 
concentration of tourist 
attractions as well as social 
and student housing. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Leaders in seven London 
councils believe that Boris 
Johnson's decision to cut vital 
emergency services may put 
people's lives at risk. 

“London is a densely populat- 
ed city and it requires local, 
reliable emergency services to 
keep its residents, businesses and 


visitors safe. We are committed 
to doing everything in our pow- 
er to prevent the proposed fire 
station closures and staff loss- 
es that have been proposed.” 

If the appeal to the Secretary 
of State is unsuccessful, the 
seven councils are also prepar- 
ing to seek a judicial review of 
the London Mayor's decision. 

The ten stations facing closure 
are Belsize in Camden; Bow in 
Tower Hamlets; Clerkenwell in 
Islington; Downham in 
Lewisham; Kingsland in Hack- 
ney; Knightsbridge in Kensing- 
ton and Chelsea; Silvertown in 
Newham; Southwark; West- 
minster; and Woolwich in 
Greenwich. Waltham Forest 
stands to lose three appliances 
under the cuts.

Man arrested for 
cocaine imports 


POLICE have arrested a man 
on suspidon of importing 
£25,000 worth of cocaine. 

The arrest was made after 
Tower Hamlets Partnership 
Taskforce carried out a search 
warrant on Wednesday, 
August 7, at an address in Tent 
Street, Spitalfields. 

Upon entering the property, 
officers arrested a 54-year-old 
man on suspicion of being con- 
cerned with the Importation of 
£25,000 worth of cocaine. He 
was also arrested for possession 
of Class B drugs, which were 
seized from the address. 

The suspect has since been 
bailed to attend Bethnal Green

Lynchpin of the Left occupies a 
unique place in Ripper folkore 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


IT was the end of a long day for 
William West as he left the offices 
of the Worker’s Friend newspaper 
in Whitechapel, with the street 
lamps barely penetrating the unlit 
Dutfield’s Yard. 

A normal day for the young immigrant. 
But in those early hours of September 30, 
1888 he would unwittingly find himself 
caught up in the Whitechapel Murders. 

We'll never know for sure whether he 
stumbled across the body of Elizabeth 
Stride, the third victim of the serial killer 
who would become notorious as Jack the 
Ripper, or simply passed on oblivious, but 
West would be called as the first witness 
in the inquest of the unfortunate 'Long Liz'. 

For West, a passionate socialist who 
would run like a thread through the Jew- 
ish workers' movements of the late 19th and 
early 20th century, this had a double terror. 

The 27-year-old had arrived in White- 
chapel in the late 1870s, fleeing the anti- 
Jewish pogroms in Lithuania, and bearing 
his birth name, Woolf Wess. 

Stumbling upon the victim of a murder 
would be horrific enough, but Woolf would 
have been well aware that many in the press 
and public alike were already trying to as- 
sociate the Whitechapel Murders with 
the large Jewish community in Whitechapel, 
with increasingly hysterical theories of re- 
ligious ritual killings. 

West was 'the most modest of men' ac- 
cording to that leading light of East End so- 
cialism Rudolf Rocker, but like so many of 
his fellows, he had undergone an extraor- 
dinary journey to end up in Whitechapel. 

Lie was born in Vilkmerge in Russia (now

Ulkomar in Lithuania) in 1861, the son of a 
master baker, and was apprenticed at 12 to 
a shoemaker. 

At 20, he was working as a factory 
machinist in the Russian town of Dvinsk 
(now Daugavpils in Latvia) but desperate- 
ly looking for a way to escape. 

A choice of horrors awaited: death in one

of the pogroms sweeping Eastern Europe or 
military service in the Tsar's army. So, in 1881 
he was smuggled on to a boat to London. 

A skilled shoemaker, machinist and 
baker, West easily found work in 
Whitechapel, but was appalled by the 
conditions of work and the exploitation of 
his fellow immigrants. 

He was also a hard worker and a fast 
learner, quickly gaining fluent English, 
alongside Russian, German and Yiddish. 

He put his energies into organising and 
directing the men and women he worked 
among. In 1885, he co-founded the Inter- 
national Working Men's Educational Club 
in Berner Street (now Henriques Street), just

south of the Commercial Road, and helped 
start the Arbeter Fraynd (Workers' Friend), 
translating news and radical views into the 
Yiddish that was the everyday language of 
Jewish Whitechapel. 

Questioning at the inquest focused 
heavily on West's movements, and the com- 
ings and goings at the newspaper and club, 
but he gave no mention of seeing Stride let 
alone stumbling across the body. 

The coroner wanted to know how many 
members the club had (70 or 80, working 
men of any nationality could join). He asked 
about its politics (it was political, a social- 
ist club). How did members get involved? 
(they were seconded by other members). 

Did 'low women' frequent the area? (he 
had seen them on occasion). And William 
Wess (as he was called at the inquest) was 
questioned in minute detail about the 
topography of the club, the yard and their 
surroundings and about his own journey 
home (the few minutes walk to his lodg- 
ings on Cannon Street Road). 

West had nothing to fear in the end, and 
neither - soberingly - did the murderer. The 
killer was never caught and it's highly im- 
probable we'll ever know his identity. 

The young socialist, duty done, would go 
onto be a lynchpin of East End radicalism. 

In 1889 he served as secretary of the strike 
committee during the East End tailors' strike, 
alongside Charles Mowbray and John 
Turner. 

And in 1891, the increasingly popular 
orator set out on a speaking tour of Eng- 
land, alongside stalwarts of London so- 
cialism Kropotkin, Malatesta and Yanovsky. 

He became a skilled typesetter, working 
on the new Freedom newspaper, and drew 


on another of his talents, learned at his mas- 
ter baker father's side, to set up a co-oper- 
ative bakery in Brushfield Street, Spitalfields. 

During the 1890s, Wess founded and 
became secretary of the East London 
Workers' Unions; then served as secretary 
of the International Tailors, Machinists and 
Pressers' Trade Union, and the United 
Ladies and Mantle Makers' Association. 

Then, in the early 1900s, he seems to have 
stepped back from union work, taking a job 
as a book-keeper in a tobacco factory and 
sharing a house in Leyton with his friend 
Tom Keell (the manager of Freedom) and 
his wife Lillian. 

It all fell apart when William and Lillian 
ran off together and by 1906 they were back 
in Whitechapel, setting up the Arbeiter 
Fraint club in Jubilee Street. 

Lillian even tried to set up an Anarchist 
Society school in the area, but with little 
success. And in June 1906, William served 
on the tailors' strike committee, alongside 
Rudolf Rocker. 

To the end of his life, West remained en- 
meshed in the politics of the Left, joining 
the Labour party in the 1930s, while run- 
ning the London Freedom Group. He died 
in May 1946, at 84. 

But one strange postscript remains. 
Years later, a 'friend of a friend of West' lat- 
er reported that on that long ago night in 
1888, the spooked printer had discovered 
Stride's body, but moved it further away 
from the offices of the newspaper and the 
club, lest members be implicated in the 
killing. 

Truth - or yet another fantasy in the 
ever-murkier world of 'Ripperology'? We'll 
never know.

A 'bike box crackdown

TRANSPORT for London 
(TfL) and the police have 
stepped up their 
enforcement of advanced 
stop lines, more commonly 
known as ‘bike boxes’, to 
help further improve 
safety for cyclists on the 
capital's roads. 

Advanced stop lines (ASL) 
are the boxes marked on the 
road with a bike symbol paint- 
ed inside, located at many 
traffic lights. 

The cyclist has a stop line 


several feet ahead of the line 
used by everyone else in order 
to give bikes more space so 
they can be seen more easily 
and are not right in front of a 
vehicle's bonnet or wheels. 

However, police say, a very 
significant numbers of drivers 
are not currently stopping at the 
rear line. 

Drivers caught crossing the 
first or second advanced stop 
lines when the signal is red will 
be liable for a £60 fixed 
penalty charge and three points 
on their licence. 

The only exception to this rule 


is if the traffic signal changes 
from green to amber and drivers 
cannot safely stop before the 
first stop line. 

In addition to stepping up 
enforcement on motorists, rogue 
cyclists are also being targeted. 

Cyclists will be targeted for 
jumping red lights and issued 
with a £30 fine if caught doing 
so.

SAILING fans are in for a 
rare treat this weekend at 
St Katharine Docks. 

The historic site will be the 
starting and, eventually, fin- 
ishing point for the Clipper 
Round the World Yacht Race. 

The new Clipper 70 yachts, 
specially designed for the race, 
including a Great Britain entry, 
arrived at the docks on Friday, 
August 23, to form a spectator 
Race Village which will run 
through to the race's departure.

WITHIN the ever-changing 
culinary landscape of East 
India Dock Road, I arrive 
at the Super 3 Chinese 
restaurant to be admon- 
ished for my preternatur- 
al tardiness by my resident 
lunch pest - she who must 
be obeyed. 

Suitably rebuked, I am able to 
focus on the job at hand, first- 
ly discourse on the meaning of 
love and life and, secondly and 
I suppose for readers more 
importantly, lunch. 

The decor of the Super 3 is 
dark without being oppressive 
with large windows that prof- 
fer a good view of the world as 
it goes by and more than 
enough light to illuminate the 
dining area. 

The lunch menu is split in to 
two prices £5.80 or £6.80, both 
for a set meal which consists of 
a starter from a selection of five, 
a main dish with an accompa- 
niment of either steamed rice, 
egg fried rice or bean sprouts 
with fried noodles. 

The difference between the 


costs is basically that the cheap- 
er menu has meat mains and 
the more expensive one is 
seafood or fish based. 

After a short deliberation, we 
decided upon a seaweed starter 
with a Szechaun fish main, ac- 
companied by egg fried rice for 
her and satay chicken with a 


prawn and vegetable main 
with a supporting cast of 
beansprout and fried noodles 
for myself. 

The food was very enticing- 
ly but possibly incongruously 
presented in bento boxes. 
There was a plentiful amount, 
attractively presented and 


My companion's meal of egg 
fried rice and fish was very 
fresh and well cooked, and so 
delicate that she was strug- 
gling to eat it with her chop- 
sticks without it falling apart. 

Her portion of rice was well 
cooked and a perfect foil for the 
fish and seaweed. 

My meal was also plentiful 
and, quite frankly, delicious. 
The satay chicken was incred- 
ibly tender, the sauce was sur- 
prisingly light, and the bean 
sprouts had a pleasing crunch 
to them denoting just the right 
level of cooking. The prawns 
were just about well cooked 
with a sauce full of crunchy, 
fresh vegetables. 

The meal was washed 
down with a fragrant pot of 
jasmine tea. 

This is a restaurant that de- 
serves a visit and I for one will 
be returning to explore its larg- 
er menu. And if there is a hun- 
gry horde in your office, Super 
3 has a local delivery service for 
a minimum of five boxes.

News from Cable Street 
Community Gardens 

AUGUST and, for those of us 
lucky enough to have growing 
space, now is the time to enjoy 
the fruits of the rest of year’s 
hard work. 

French and runner beans should 
be picked regularly to maintain 
cropping and carrots, beet, turnips and 
potatoes dug up as required. 

This has been a good season for cour- 
gettes and marrows, so why not en- 
joy them while they are tender and 
small rather than wait for them to grow 
large but maybe not so palatable. If you 
have a glut, they make great jam and 
chutney. 

A friend, who had moved to Vermont 
in the USA, related how she was told 
always to keep the car doors locked 
especially in summer -to stop her car 


being filled with excess quantities of 
squash and marrow. 

There may be a few spaces now 
where shallots, garlic and onions have 
been harvested. A great filler, and one 
which will last right through to the au- 
tumn, are oriental vegetables such as 
pak choi and Chinese cabbage. Or 
you can sow a row of spring cabbages 
and winter spinach. 

Now is also a good time to harvest 
herbs and summer flowers such as 
lavender and rose which can be 
hung upside down in bunches to 
dry and enjoyed throughout the 
winter months. 

Lavender provides the perfect nat- 
ural air freshener and will keep well. 
When completely dry, the little florets 
can be shaken off and used in pot pour- 
ri or in lavender bags for gifts. 

Whatever your plans, enjoy the rest 
of the summer. Happy gardening!

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Harvey’s dream is 
ruined by politics 

REPTON boxing starlet Har- 
vey Horn had his dreams of 
European boxing glory wrecked 
last week - before he had even 
laced on a glove.

DARREN Barker climbed 
off the canvas to win the 
IBF middleweight crown 
last week then admitted 
it was his late brother 
who inspired him. 

Barker, who has a tattoo on 
his back honouring brother 
Gary, was down and virtually 
out in the sixth round, and it 
looked as if his second crack 
at world glory was going to end 
in failure. 

But the former Repton star 
said: “When I was on the ground 
all sorts of things were going 
through my head. I just thought 
of my wife, my family, my 
daughter and my brother. 

“I saw all their faces and that 
inspired me to get up.” 


There were fears that this was 
going to be a repeat of his nth 
round defeat to Sergio Martinez 
in Atlantic City two years ago. 
But Barker boxes with more be- 
lief today. 

“Not many people know the 
journey I have been through to 
get here,” added Barker. 

“This is a real Rocky story and 
I dedicate this to my late broth- 
er. Everything I have done is for 
him - and for my family.” 

It really was a gruelling fight, 
with Barker impressive in the 
10th and nth rounds while 
Geale came back in the final 
round to try to sway the judges. 

Barker now follows in the 
footsteps of former East End 
middleweight legends like Ted 
Kid Lewis and Nigel Benn, and 
can look forward to some 


big-money fights with a first de- 
fence against German Felix 
Sturm, a former WBA and WBO 
champion, in the pipeline. 

But promoter Eddie Hearn has 
other ambitious plans for the 
new champion, including a re- 
match with Geale. Hearn says 
he's also interested in matching 
Barker against Matthew Mack- 
lin, Martin Murray, Peter Ouillin 
and Gennady Golovkin. 

Sturm is first on the list 
though and the fight is likely to 
take place in December. 

The German is fighting Father 
Time at present and at 34 is past 
his prime. 

He hasn't fought outside Ger- 
many since losing to Oscar De 
La Hoya in 2004, so some tough 
negotiating will be needed to get 
the fight over here.
